Some Bonbon* Why tho K«oplnff of She^k1 


la no Oftnn Uuproiltable. 


Just now whon wool is bringing low 


(,i u os tho remark is trequontly made 
th.it ' keeping sheep don't pa> " It Is 
bchovi d, however, that sheep properly 
managed will pay as well as any variety 
ot live stock of any branch of farming. 
We u ay, thorefoie, properly consider 
tlio question, how can they be made to 
pav and why they do not pay now. 


Ono loason why snoop do not pay is 


that they are not kept well enough. 
Tlioi i) is a greater tendency to over- 
-.lock with sheep than with any other 
^loik, and In consequence they do not 
have enough or tho right kma o( feed 
(Jin 
tominon Merinos, which 
are 


gieatly tho majouty in numbers, need 
f istuio on dry soil 
Thoy do not like 


i ink heibago or wet soils. Tho latter 
mo absolutely unhealthy for them, dnd 
while they may run on them in tho
